€HAPTER i: 


'GENERAL AND POLITICAL? 

I, Boandaty. — Ktsshalgarh ChieTship is situated in the Sonthernmost limits 
of Rajpataaa between 23 degrees, 4 minutes and 23 degrees, 20 minutes North 
Latitude, /and 74 degrees, 17 minutes and 74 degrees, 74 miuutes East Longi- 
tude. It is a hilly Chiefship bounded on the north by Banswara, Rutlam and 
Sailana States, on the East by Rutlam and Jhabua States, on the South by 
Jhabua and Indore States and on the West by the Panch Mahals district of the 
Bombay Presidency. 

Area, Population & Revenue. — The area of the Chiefship approximately 
amounts to 340 square miles. Its population according to the Census of 1911 
is 22,005 and the gross revenue calculated on the average of last five years is 
Rs. 1,15,807. 

3. The Chief and the Raj Family.—Shreeman Raoji Saheb, Shree Ranjit 
Singhji is the present Chief, i. e., ruler of the Chiefship, who succeeded his 
father Shreeman Raoji Saheb, Shree Udai Singhji on the 27th January 1916* 
and is in his 39th year of his age. The Chiefs family belongs to Ram Singhot 
Mertia branch of the Rathor Rajput clan of Jodhpur (Marwar) and has been 
in possession of the Chiefship for the last 12 generations since Akherajji, the 
founder, who is said to have conquered the territoy, in Sambat 1711 (a.d. 1654) 
and subsequently founded the town of Eushalgarh in memory of aBhil Chieftain 
named Kushla, whom Akherajji is said to have killed. The family is connected 
by marriage ties to Bansi (Mewar) Kadana (Gujrat) Bari Sadri (Mewar) and 
Kundla (Jhalawar). 



'Kunwar Brij Bihari Singlijijthe only son and heir apparent of the Raoji 
iBaheb, is in his 1 6th year and is studying at the Mayo College, Ajmer, in the 

3rd class.

There are four Jagirdars, in the ChiefsHip-viz. of Tam’besra, Churabar, 
^Aiokampura and Chhoti Sarwa who are provided with Jagirs for their raaintei' 
nance on conditions of feudal service, they all being descendents of the 
'Chief's family. 

4. Visits. — Major D. M. Field, Political ■ Agent, 'visited Kushalgarh in 
January and W.H.J. Wilkinson, Esq. c.i.E. Political Agent, Southern Rajputana 
States -visited ^ushaigarh in the month of September, Shreeman Raoji Saheb 
paid visits to the Hon’ble the Agent to the CTOvernor 'General in Rajputana at 
Bombay and- Ajmer in the months of November and December respectively, 
and Political Agent at Udaipur in November -and Mr. Wilkinson, the 
PoliticalAgeut paid return- visit to 4 heShreeman at Beyadas Haveli in November, 

"Shreeman Raoji Saheb with all the members' of liis family ;paid visits ' 
to Nasik, Trimbak, Dakor, Pushkar, Muttra, Brindabaii etc. on pilgrimage in the' 
months of August aud September for about five weeks. Also some other people' 
of-the Chiefship had accompanied him during' the journej. 


CHAPTER II. 

REVENUE AND FINANCE. 

The Chiefship is divided into three Tehsils for Revenue purposes viz,— 
I, Tchsil Mayad or Sadar Tehsil. 

II.'- Tehsil Dungra comprising Pargahas of Dungra and' Himatgarh’‘ 
III. Tehsil Patan comprising Parganas of Patan and Ranga, 

The number Of villages in the new settlement carh’e to 310 including 
16 uninhabited villages. Out of these, 190 inhabited and 14 uninhabited villages 
arp ifj Khalsa, and the rest in Jagir and Maufi. Cvving to the early cessassion' 
•of i\a'infall, Rabi crop was very [much damaged. The actual recovery of the 
land revenue amounted 4 o Rs, 44,482 against Rs. 8951 in the previous year.

lie^slation. — In all cases, Civil and Criminal Jns.tice is administered 
uncording to -Laws in force in British India with such modifications as are necess- 
ary to meet local requirement;, circular orders and. notifications being issued 
from time to time to that effect. Appendix II shows the Laws and Regulations 
that remained in force in the Chiefship during the year. 


Military Force.— No military force is maintained in the Chiefship. 

Police. — The Police strength stood at 98 and in addition to this a small 
force is stationed in and maintained at the expenses of the Jagirs of Tambesra, 
Churabar., Mokampura and Chhotisarwa, the strengh of which is Shout a dozen. 
Thus on the whole, there is one police man for every three square miles and 
198 inhabitants, of the whole Chiefship. The actual cost o£ police estabyshment 
■came to Rs. 9,304 against Rs, 8,372 of last year. 

Criminal Justice.— Criminal Justice was administered, by the following 
■courts and by certain, jagirdars who exercised specially limited powers of a 
.third class, magistrate in only those cases ;in -which the; parties were the ryots of 
their jagirs and the offences were of trivial, nature:— . ■ 

I. The court of M ah ekma’- Ehas which tries sessions and such 
■other cases that a First Class Magistrate is not competent to 
try and exercises appellate and rivisional jurisdiction in cases 
^ ' dealt with by alTother Court's, in the Chiefship. ’ 

11 , The court of the First Class Magistrate. 

' ill.: The courts of the Tehsildars of Dungra, Ratah and Maiyad who 
. - are, invested with powers ol a third class magistrate. .

'to Banswara and' two' to the Panch Mahals in the 'Bombay 'Presidency^ while 
the Chiefship received one accused from Jhabua, ' two from Rutlam and two 
:Irom Banswara. 

Border Court.— No meeting 6f the court was'held danng'fhis;year.

Prison. — There is one Central Jail at Kushalgarh which is provided 
Vfith suitable separate quarter'ior male andTemale prisoners. 

Daring the period under report 93 persons werexon'fineQ un the 
jail and their daily average was ■12.4 against '1 6.30 ofdast year. The total cost 
on jail amounted to Bs. 1,080 against Rs. 1,539. 

•Registration. — ln thi.syear.t9 documents were registered :BgainBt t 6 
an last year and value of , pi operty registered amounted to Rs, 7., 7-2-1 against 
R.S. 10,808 in last year. 

■Municipality. — There is a Municipal Committee at -Rushalgarh with 
'•official and non-official members. The income is derived ‘from import duties 
of custom and from miscellaneous taxes on rights of easements etc. The in- 
come' for the year amounted to Rs 1,974711/- .'against Rs. 1,469/11/9 in last 
year. The conservancy and street lighting work was done as in the previous 
yeai.

"Excise. -^The excise workris carriod on .according to the Madras system 
issince •1915 — 1916. There were .r35 -shops -during this year and -the income 
':smountedrto Rs; 36,335/1 5/9 -against Rs. 25,263/4/9 of lastyear. The increase-is 
i-due to'-abundence of Mahua flowers-and the -work of Maehinary of-the -Distillery 
'-was regular and- in good order, 

Opium. — The sale o'f opium is conducted on state ‘contract -system, the 
\proceeds of which amounted to Rs. 8,136. 

' Agricultural. Stock. -r-The details of Agricultural. Stock are tgiven in 
-A.-ppendix XX;‘ ‘ 

Forest- — There is a very extensive forest in the Chiefship covering an 
t'area of- more, than 200 square miles abounding in- natural-gift of valuable timber 
trees- and- drugs etc. -■ The inporae-under this -head- came, to Rs, 1,461. against 
-Rs. 2,516 of last year. Babu Pershadilal of the United Provinces is-appointed 
as forest officer “during this year to improve'this departmtnt. 

Customs. — There are ten Nakas or Customs ‘ outposts and 'the income 
.’from this source amounted-to ;Rs. .21,975 against Rs. 7,390/3/9 -of last year’ 



The increase in the income was due to the good management of the depart^ 
■ment and removing prohibition of export from time, to time. 

Public "Works. — During this year a contract of constructing the Colvin 
‘School was given to Jatashahker but as he failed to carry on the work nearly 
for six months the contract of the same was given to another man, Nathuram 
Mistri of Thandla in Jhabua. It is now hoped that the work of constructing 
the school will be finished in next year. Only miscellaneous repairs etc, were 
carried on, on which a sum of Rs. 4,731 was spent. Negotiations with a Bombay 
fern are going on regarding the lease of manganese mines of this Chiefship. If 

the lease is given the firm intends to make railway line of its own from Bamania. 
(B. B.c&C. I. -Ry.) to Kushalgarh. 

Post & Telegraph Office - There is -a combined post and telegraph office 
at Knshalgarh which was opene 1 in September 1914, on a guaiantee by the 
Chiefship to pay every year a sum of Rs. 465 minus half the receipts of telegram 
■despatched from this place for ten years. Under this guarantee this Chiefship 
had to pay Rs. 97/12/- this year. 

Mint. — No coins were minted in Kushalgarh. The Imperial currency 
is the only legal tender throughout the Chiefship which was introduced in 1904 
in suppression of Shah Alam Shahi coin which was then current here. 


chapter V. 

The receipts and expenditure, including both ordinary and extraordinary^ 
amounted to Rs. 1,70,612 and Rs. 1,67 687 respectively as compared with Rs‘ 
1,39,592 and Rs. 1,34,786 of the last year. 

During this year the Chiefship paid Rs. 44,360 in part payment, of its 
oidstanding and last year’s debts, as mentioned in appendices XXII and XX'VII.'

VITAL STATISTICS. 

Dispensary. — There is a dispensary in Kushalgarh town in charge of a 
Sub Assistant Sur^gson. The number -of out-door patients treated in the 
•dispensary during the year has been 4016 against 3605 of the last year. The 
total cost of its up-beep amounted to Rs. 1,437 against Rs. 1,833 of the previous 
year. Though efforts were xnade to get an experienced and competent man for 
the vacant post of ' the Sub Assistant Surgeon but the Chiefship could not 
succeed in getting such a man during this year. Negotiations are going on with 
some men and it is hoped that the post will be filled up shortly, 

Vaccination. — 1060 children were vaccinated in this year against 534' 
in the previous year, 

Hirths & Deaths, — The figures of births and deaths are given in 
Appendix XXIV.. 

CHAPTER VII. . 

EDUCATION. 

There is an Anglo- Vernacular School at Kushalgarh and seven Hindi schools 
in the district. The number on roll in theA, V. School at the end of the year 
was 68 against 132 in last year. The total number on roll in the village schools 
was 68 against 65 in last year.
